It is, we are told by the incan- 
descent dailies, plannings a foray of zizzarizi 
proportions. The whole sum of $30,000 is to be 
bet on a hor&e that Is to go to the post at 10 to 
1. Whew I Of course, if the horse goes to the 
post at such a price, with $30,000 bet on it, the 
deadly outfit will at least average 15 to 1 for its

While Ryan is figuring on all the picturesque 
forays against that portion of the turf that 
takes public bets on foreign races in the out of 
season term the modern John Law, finds time 
to attend to his horses at Nashville. Cecil 
Rhodes must be a sucker, in comparison to 
Ryan. Law was undoubtedly a penny ante fin- 
ancier beside the Illinois trainer. Beneath his 
simple overcoat this Ryan felhjw must have 
concealed a nation’s reserve fund, in addition to 
wisdom in abundance and politics galore. He 
and his won $100,000 a few days ago— as the story 
goes, Ryan & Co. ought to be ashamed of itself. 
In these days, $100,000 ought to keep Ryan & Co. 
for twenty days at least. Yet it is planning a 
half a million dollar foray in less than ten days 
after sending various bookmakers to streetcar- 
dom. For shame. Ryan & Co. 1 You ought to 
go on *‘the hog,” or to Europe. For the sake of 
this and that, or thee and thou, do not, Ryan <t 
Co., win that $45O,0OU or $500,000 until the land 
of the free and the home of the brave has settled 
and recovered from what you didn’t do 
last week.
